NEW TRACK NEARLY DONE 



CONNAUGHT PARK JOCKEY CLUB'S COURSE 
AT OTTAWA NEARING COMPLETION. 



Buildings Now Receiving Final Coat of Paint and 
Plant Will Be Ready for Racing Long 

Boforo Required Time* „ 



Uttawa. I tilt., Decemiter 22. — ^The new track of 
the Connaught Park Jockey Club Is nearing com- 
pletion and will be finisbvxl long bi*fore tbe time for 
the opening of the iiiaugnrai meeting in Juik*. Tlio 
final coat of paint Is now being applied to tbe vari- 
ous structures that have b»,en erected within the 
em-losnr,*. The iMsvple of Ottawa are delighted with 
t^ pros|ieets for the fiormaiieut establishiiient of 
high-class racing here ami are taking keen interest 
ill the venture, which baa tbe Imeking of some of the 
nuiKt influential men in the Dominion. 

Th<‘ additkui of tbe Ottawa track to the Ciinadiau 
Kiieiiig Associations will strengtlKui that organisa- 
tion ill muri' ways than laie. Besides adding four- 
ti8*n racing days to the schedule, which will henee- 
forth comprise eighty-four ilays. instead of seventr, 
racing at bis point will have the effect of ellni'i 
nating one of the objections that horsemen have hail 
to Canadian racing arrangements in the past, 
namely. tb<> kaig sbiiuneut to and from Montreal, as 
eunipared with tbe distances between the other 
ixiurses comprising tbe circuit. It Is reckoned tliat 
the addition of the new track will im'rease Canada’s 
stake ami purse distribution to horsemen by some 
$.55,009 tlK' coming year. The new track, which 
has lieen laiilt on a liberal scale, will coat some 
$200.0tK) by the time it is ixnnpleted. The track 
itself is of tbe regulation mile type*, with a ste^e- 
chase course in the infleld. 

Tile re-arrangement of dates that the inclusion 
of the new track has permitted the Canadian Racing 
.\ssiK*iations to make fur tbe <s>miag season will 
mat«,rially rvsluce tbi* idle time between meetings 
that has afforileil tbe chief ground for complaint on 
the part of horsemen who have patroniaed the 
Cauailiaii circuit sim-e the passage of the Miller 
.let ri,stririhig the Canadian mndfiigs to seven days. 
The inti*rvals lietween meetings the coming year 
will hanlly be limger than will be reiiuired for tbe 
couveiilent transfer of racing stables from om* track 
to another. This change is expected to be attrac- 
tive to many owners of high-class horses who have 
not (lartieipated in Canadian raring of late. The 
outlook for a highly snci,es8ful season on Canadian 
tracks in 1913 is regarded as exieptioually bright 
and there seems every reason for believing that 
tbi, Cunuaiight Park Jockey Club will share in tbe 
general iirosiierity. 



ANOTHER VETERAN THAT HAS BEEN RETIRED 



Befeveiiee was made iu thesi, coliimus m>t long 
ago to tlie fact tliat tlie veteran mare Aniit 
Polly, after having figureil as Hm* leading money- 
winner of her age since 1907, had finally been re- 
tireil from racing. Another evergreen racer, one 
year older than Aunt Poliy. that had been taking 
similar honors in his class during tbe same perio,! 
ill which Aunt l‘olly had been distiugnishiug b«‘r- 
self, is likewise missing front tbe list of active 
racers this year. This is the roan gelding Bill 
.Maybani. whose final apiH-aram'e iimier colors took 
place last year, when he was a fourteen-year-okl. 
Bill Maybaiu. like Aunt Polly, rac-ed in tbe far west, 
where he had the reputation of being one of th** 
fastest horses for a short distance ever saddled for 
a rae<>. It mattered not what kind of company Bi!: 
Maybam was meeting, lie would generally be sifting 
out ill front in the early part of his races. Gener- 
ally. too. he failed to stay Ix-yoml the shortest 
sprinting distances. But he ivrtainly was a fast 
horse fur as far as be eiHild go ami liis extremu 
s|H*ed eiiableil him to win a rate occasionally. 

A story appi-an-il in print last year. wIh'ii Bill 
Ma.rhatu was still in active training, of an at 
teiuptetl killing with the uUI gelding that w.'nt 
wrong at Winniiteg in 1904. Bill Ma.vbaui was a 
seven-year-old at the time and his owner regarded 
liiiii as tlie fastest horse in the world. He sliip|K‘il 
liim to W!uui|K,g. wher*- some gocxl liorses wen* rat- 
ing at the time, including those Ix-lougiDg to tue 
Mackenzie stahle. 

"'nie RiK-ky .Mountain Wonder." as ho was calle«l. 
did iHit make his a|>|M-Hrams* until near the close of 
the m«s*ting. He was owinsi in North Yakima, 
Washington, and hail Ims-ii racing through the north- 
western states for several seasons. .It Seattle ti*» 
had wim a lialf-mile rai-e in forty-seven s«,coDds, 
and thre«, aiid a half furlongs in forty-one wcond.-i. 
His iHsiple made no secret of their h«*lief that it w:ih 
wasting lime for any other bors<‘ to run against bi.ii. 
and if any man lost his money iH’tting against him 
it was his own fault. In Hk*s«‘ days they sold i>ools 
ill town Hh* iiiglit iHifore the races, ami Hh* eitizeos 
of North Yakima went to Hie friail as soon as th<* 
opiKirltinity offered. They made the roan first 
ehoite and tsaight every |m)oI on liini till they lia*l 
put fmir tlioiisaial ilollars into Hie Im>x. Next day 
lit the track tlH*y t<M>k :! to .5 for Hie rest of their 
money, ami <-onsidensl thenis«,|ves iiieky to get on at 
any priis*. MaylK^ Hiey would have Ishmi right, if 
nothing had hupia-msl to Bill, bill soiiietliing did 
liap|H‘ii, as. iiufortniiHlely. is freipieiiHy Ha* eas*- 
when a man lia’s his iniXK-.v down. Bill spread his 
foot on tbe graiiite-liard track during the ninuing ot 
the race, ami finished a distant third to Alzora and 
Versifier, with half a dozen others behind him. He 
pnlleil ii|i so lame that, until tlie nature of the niLs- 
liap was disi-overisl. it bx^ktsl as if he would never 
start again. 

Bill .Maybam's i-areer is tlM' answer to the silly 
stateiiK-iit that "a thoronghlireil’s racing days are 
over at four years.” Persons eager to say nasty 
things aliont racing are little ■■oiieermsl about th‘.* 
tnith. as one fair niimlml writer iiointtsl out in re 
ferring to Bill Maybam's re<a>rd. It would not suit 
their puriM>.s<,. Bill Maybam is a roan gelding b.y 
The Hero — Katie Wawekns. His sire was bred b.r 
J. (’. Smith of Toronto. Out., wlio is eredlteil wit'i 
having ini|sirte<l in .Masetto the first St. Simon stal- 
lion Hiat came to .lineriea. 

This retired veteran of the traek doubtless rap 
many a raee tH'sides those ihi rtssignizetl etsirses ,.f 
whieh lliere is a re«a>ril. the summary of which is 
eiiil>ra*-e«I in the rollowing tabulation:

He lives like a prince, this candidate for the Iduc 
riband of tile turf. Luxur.v surroiimis him. an ariuv 
of servants wait upon him, nis lioiuc is a palace, 
electrically lit and furnished regardless of expense. 
Ilundnsls of thousands of iiieu do nut have so gooil 
a home, nor half tlie eare. 

But certainly a Derby winner is worth it. If yoii 
take onl.v one line — from Doncaster (that zulmul was 
sold for JiTd.tMiU) tile next in line of siiceessloa. 
Bend Or. won over gSo.OtS); the next, Ormomle. w<m 
814ti,tMttl. ami s<dd for $1.5T,.5(Ml: Ormc won $lti<.i.tMlo; 
Flying Fox won $24.5.t)0O. aisl sold for glSH.OOO — 
and all tlu-se just tlie i)i‘giiiiiings of one lim* of 
IKsligree. it was Doncaster wit It which the late 
Itiike of IVest minster started the famous Eaton 
Hall Stud. 

.A candidate for the Derit.v has to receive two 
noiiiiiintions from men of liigii reimte as one of Hie 
lireliiiiinaries. Providing .voti liave your $U)t),lMa> 
a .tear income, .voiir |K*digreed horse, the nt'cessar.v 
nominations, the palatial staiilc, and the arm.v of 
s«-rvants — wliiit then? There Is a Itit of liiinl work 
lt> )»e done. 

Tlie horse Is called at 5:30 or tliereal Mints, and 
partakes of a iietit dejeuner consisting of two hand- 
fuls of the ver.v |j«‘st <|ualit.v corn. .A warm, woolen 
coat is then donmsl, and the stable lioy rides the 
racer to the training gruiiiul. 

Here a canter is imliilged in. followed b.v a sf|>el! 
of walking, ami again liy a striding gallu|> <if a mil>i 
or more, developing th<‘ muscles, which means 
mune.v to tlie owner if success attends them on tli ■ 
classic Downs at E|isom. At S o'clock he is ridden 
gentl.v back to his stuMe. where he is well gruomtHl 
and well fe«l. 

Then comes the long midday ua|i, which will last 
towards lhr«s- o'clm-k, when, if the weatlier lie 
g<Mid. the hors(> is taken fur a coiistltiUhinal. Au- 
ollier iiap in tlie evening brings the trainer to iiis 
stable, and tlicii see liow carefull.v tlie extiert ex- 
amines ever.v point of the vuliiable animal to st>e if 
any ailment lias made itself manifest. Nine o'clock 
is iKsItiine, ami so the da.v is done. 

It is an ex|iensive iHisiness, tins owning of race 
horses, and in one n-eent .vear the owner who eaine 
0111 oil lofi on the list of winners, declared that lie 
had not cleared e\|M-iises. Think, then, of the 
nuiney that must lie s|ieut liy Ibi^ ot tiers, and there 
are iiearl.v thr»-e tlioiisuiid of them owning liorses 
on the English turf. 

8<ime tlirilliiig scenes liava been witnessed at Ep- 
som. Never since the race was founded, in 1780. 
Iiavc tlie siiectators Is'eii siirprisiMl as when Jeddah 
got home at tlie extreme udd.s of 100 to 1. Curiously 
enough. Dieinloniie, at short odds in the same race, 
came from the same stable, and nut even the truine.' 
had siisiiected that Jeddah would carr.v off tbe honor. 

Another fannsis horse starteil at an outside price 
— Hermit— wiMise win had the double effect of liring I 
ing a fortune to tbe owner, and of mining tbe no- | 
torious Marqnis of Hastings, who. by the winning 
of Hermit lost $900,000. That same siiorting )K-er 
was onl.v twenty-six when he die<l. lint during liis 
short career he managed to make his name one of 
tlie most notorious in racing history. Hermit. Iiy 
the way. was lioiiglit liy .Mr. Chaplin for $.5,000 — 
his progen.r realized $1,750,000. 

Probalily in mi iniiiortant race is the favorite nioto 
often lieaten than in tbe Derby; nevertheless, dur- 
ing the last flfteen years. Onnonde. Donovan. Isin- 
glass, Galtee More and Flying Fox all started at 
odds-oii and won. 

.A couple of the best Derby horses — horses worth 
large sums — have dietl at sea. There was Blue 
Gown, which won the 1868 Derby, and which was 
sold after tlie race for $:50,000^not at* extraor- 
dinary sum as Derby winners go, certainly. He was 
ultimately sold for $20,000 to an American, but on 
the vo.vage across the horse was taken with sea- 
sickness and died iiniicsnrtsl. And there was King- 
craft. the 1.S70 winner, which, after passing the 
Epsom iKist first, failed in nineteen other races, and 
was eventuali.v sold for $2,(>5*l, ami dieii in crossing 
the .Atlantic. 

St. Blaise also went aliroad — to New York — after 
$100 .IMn) bud chuug«-d hands over the deal. This 
iMirse’s D»*rliy was one of the most popular In the 
liisfor.v of tlK- race, uml for a curious reason. Just 
liefore tlie horse left the starting post a patch of 
gorsi- on tlie Eiisom Downs was set ablaze, ami hun- 
dreds of racing folk, nutierstitious as they have 
always lieen. eoiintml the episode as an omen and 
laid their liets aceordingl.v. -And for onee supersti- 
tion gaimsl tlie day. —Cassell’s Saturday Journal.
